iIGHT from the start the inva­ 
sion forces have been handi­ 
capped by the weather.

because of high seas. In short we 
should have had a lot more men 
and 
materiel 
ashore 
had 
the 
weather man been a good sport. 
Now, lest some think that this is 
rather a drab picture, I will remark 
that I didn’t get out of bed on the 
wrong side. I’m feeling swell and 
am confident. 
But I think it’s 
smart to look this invasion giant 
right in the eye. 
What the Allies need most of all 
is a port through which can be 
poured the endless forces and the 
mountains of supplies which are 
vital for the breaching of Hitler’s 
Atlantic Wall. 
By the way, the main defenses 
of that Atlantic Wall are not, as 
a lot of people teem to think, on 
the sea shore. 
They are well in­ 
land and the Allied high command 
has said they are formidable 
The great port of C herbourg- 
one of the world’s finest — would 
be a godsend to the Allies right 
now and the signs are that they 
are aiming at its early capture. If 
we can get Cherbourg and Isolate 
the peninsula, we indeed shall be 
sitting pretty. 
HERE enters 
the element of 
time in a big way. 
The Al­ 
lies will have to move fast in order 
to get set for the Nasi attack 
which will come as soon as Rom­ 
mel can figure out just what he’s 
up against. 
It’s vastly to our advantage that 
he’s bedeviled by the fact that the 
Allies are capable of flinging arm 
ies ashore elsewhere. He dare not 
concentrate all his strength, or 
anything like it, on any one point 
under such conditions. 
The Germans say — and I see no 
reason to challenge their word — 
that several big Allied invasion 
fleets are ready to sail from var 
lous points in the British Isles 
Some of them may be intended 
to feed the Cherbourg operation 
Or they may be set for new am 
phlbious assaults. 
That’s the big 
worry of the Hitlerites right now 
These early days of the inva­ 
sion are the ones on which Hitler 
is gambling to produce a fluke 
which may give him a negotiated 
peace instead of unconditional sur 
render. 
He knows that, barring some 
break of fortune, he already is 
beaten. 
This is his last long-shot 
gamble.

ALONG ENTIRE 
ITALIAN FRONT 


Five-Month Standstill Ends 
In Adriatic Sector With 
German Withdrawal

ROME, June 9 — German forces 
guarding the Adriatic sector have 
started to retreat to avoid encircle­ 
ment and for the first time since 
launching their offensive nearly a 
month ago Allied troops rolled for­ 
ward today along the entire Italian 
front. 
Striving to maintain close con­ 
tact with the fleeing enemy, who 
has shown no disposition as yet 
to make a determined stand, the 
Allied Fifth army raced steadily 
north and northwest of Rome. 
Lt. Gen. Mark W. Clark’s col­ 
umns, driving north from the cap­ 
ital, occupied the entire Lake Rrac- 
ciano area and moved on to cap­ 
ture Caprarola, 34 miles north of 
Rome on the east side of Lake 
DI Vico and about IO miles south­ 
east of the highway junction town 
of Viterbo.

Allies 8Hell Tarqulnfa 
To the northwest, Allied units 
racing on from Civitavecchia were 
reported by front-line dispatches to 
be shelling Tarqulnia, 55 airline 
miles from Rome and about three 
miles inland from the Tyrrhenian 
coast.

In such a battle, which has tak­

Events To Come 
E 
*VEN TS thus far in the sum m er cam paign in 


' Europe are part of a larger pattern of events 


to come. 


Invasion of Normandy, while it m arks an early 
clim ax in the grand strategy of attack, is clearly 
only a beginning. It will not constitute the whole 
o f the “second front” that has been awaited 
so long. 


It is clear now that the conception o f a second 
front has been m isleading, to the extent that It 
obscured the shape of th e war as a whole. The 
Allied cam paign in Italy, for example, no longer 
appears as a separate operation, but la being 
g iv en its proper place aa a second front spear­ 
head which receded th e landings in Norm andy 
by many months. 
Germany is expecting, by its own admission, 
another spearhead to be driven from the Medi­ 
terranean into 
the southern 
coast of 
France, 
perhaps from Corsica. 
There ex ists the probability of still another 
spearhead of attack so m ew h ere in the Balkan 
peninsula. Meanwhile, th e Germans are on the 
alert for Invasion at all likely points northward 
from Norm andy up the invasion coast to Den­ 
m ark and even on the co ast of Norway. 
Russia is poised in the east for a resumption 
of its offensive through Poland. There is a possi­ 
bility of action in the Baltic, to make Allied sea 
power felt in that hitherto securely guarded Ger­ 


man flank. 
Developm ent of shuttle bombing as a tactical 
operation bringing Anglo-American air power in 
touch with Russia’s air power has given symbolic 
and actual unity to the Intensified effort to defeat 
Germany during the sum m er of 1941. 
All fronts now are part of the sam e grand 
strategy of assault. W hen it stands fully disclosed, 
aa it probably will by the end of June, the second 
front in western Europe will take its proper 
place in an encircling force which will close in 
on the heart of Adolf Hitler's beleaguered empire 
from every practical quarter.

Y.M.C.A. Burns Mortgage At Dinner Event 
To Climax Week’s Centennial Observances 


150 Hear Westminster College Head Liken Organization 


To Telegraph linking Neighborhoods Of Globe’ 


Burning of the mortgage—making the Y. M. C. A. debt free for 
the first time since Its founding here 55 years ago—featured the ban­ 
quet Thursday night in the “Y” gym, climaxing the B ast Liverpool 
unit’s participation in centennial observances of the world organization 
C.. V. Hughes and William B. Louthan, members of the board of 
directors, officiated as a match was*---------------------------------------------- 
touched to a document in a sym 
bolical. final liquidation of a $20, 
OOO debt that originated in 1914. 
As the smoke ascended from the 
flames, members of the audience 
of 150 could see in it the promise 
of a wider development of the real 
mission of the Y. M. C. A.—greater 
service to the community. 
As one official pointed out, the 
freeing of the funds that had gone 
into the mortgage will perm it the 
“Y” to broaden its work here. 
Still Need Public Help 
About $1,200 will be available 
annually, but the “continued co­ 
operation of the public will be 
necessary”, 
the 
spokesman 
said, 
“as the obligation still exists to 
present a well-rounded program for 
Bast Liverpool, and this will con­ 
tinue to require financial help”. 
A program including an address 
by Dr. R. F. Galbraith, president 
of W estm inster college at New 
Wilmington, Pa., was directed by 
W. H. Vodrey, toastm aster. 
Mr. Vodrey stated that the fact 
the Y. M. C. A. had existed for IOO 
years, steadily growing all the time, 
indicated the genuine merit of the 
movement. 
And that it also has lived for 55 
years in Bast Liverpool, steadily 
expanding its field of service, is 
further testimony to the faith of 
its founders in the value of the 
organisation and 
the service it 
could render to a community. 
Served In Last War 
Dr. Galbraith, an overseas “Y” 
field director in World War I, out­ 
lined the importance of the Y. M. 
C. A.’s growth during the century 
of its existence. 
He cited what he called a “start­ 
ling 
resemblance” 
between 
the 
Christian church and the Y. M. 
C. A., and told his audience that, 
like the telegraph, “the Y. M. C. A. 
links the world’s neighborhoods". 
"Both organizations began in an 
upper room, their founding was 
based on an Ideal to help mankind, 
and l l men sponsored the move­ 


ment. The growth was amazing. 
The Christian church spread to all 
parts 
of the 
known 
world. 
By 
1848, four years after its beginning, 
the Y. M. C. A. had a membership 
of 6,000 and in a century has cov­ 
ered 68 countries of the world.” 
His basis for comparison between 
the 
“Y” and 
the 
invention 
of 
Samuel Morse—both created in the 
same year—was the idea th at the 
telegraph and the Y. M. C. A. have 
been instrumental 
in 
tying 
the 
world together. 
“The world has been made a 
vast 
neighborhood 
by 
Samuel 
Morse, just as the ‘Y’ has been in­ 
strumental in tying all neighbor­ 
hoods of the globe together with 
the cord of God’s love and belief 
lh mankind,” he commented. 
Assails Isolationism 
The speaker was emphatic In his 
rejection of isolation, personal or 
political. 
“The belief that a person or na­ 
tion can isolate - itself from the 
rest of the world and become self 
sustaining is silly, yes, even crimin­ 
al,” he declared. “That person or 
nation immediately becomes out of 
step with his neighbors or the rest 
of the world and creates an un­ 
pleasant situation.” 
He touched briefly on post-war 
needs and said he believes it will 
be necessary to have a world police 
and to set up a system of “red 
lights to halt the world from plung­ 
ing headlong into another reign of 
destruction and ruin”. 
"There must be laws and 
a 
Christian 
enforcement 
of 
those 
laws. Here the Y. M. C. A. enters 
the picture,” he declared. “Man’s 
relation to his brother and God 
must be stressed. The dignity of 
the individual must be maintained 
Under no circumstances whatso­ 
ever must we allow any body of 
government to repeal the founds 
tlons of the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence.” 
He sketched graphically an ex 


perience, during World W ar I. 
“One night,” he related, “I held 
a communion service for men of 
the 
42nd 
division 
before 
they 
‘moved up’. The service was held 
in an old glass factory. I saw hun­ 
dreds of men reach up and clasp 
the hand of God that night and 
go out to battle for justice. 
Career Of Service 
“The Y. M. C. A. has been doing 
that for IOO years. God’s ‘well done’ 
will be given the ‘Y’ in the final 
day of judgm ent,’’ he concluded. 
The rem ainder of the program 
included the invocation by Very 
Rev. Fr. Francis J. Lavery, pastor 
of St. Aloysius Catholic church; 
the Introduction of early board 
members and officials of the “Y”, 
including T. A. McNicol, W. T. 
McNutt, B. K. Bennett. B. J. State, 
W alter B. Hill, Joel B. Taylor, R. 
W. Sample, John Purinton, T. V. 
Milligan, Wilson Smith, T. H. Fish­ 
er, and the present general secre­ 
tary, Carl W erner. 
Two vocal solos were given by 
Myron Q. Gerber, “The Nomad” 
(Ham pler), and “American Prayer” 
(Stock-Rose), accompanied by Miss 
Marian Pittlnger. The benediction 
was pronounced by Rev. Clark W. 
Cooper, pastor of the F irst Ivfeth- 
odist church. 
The program was arranged by 
the centennial comm ittee consist­ 
ing of Rev. John Kindsvatter. chair­ 
man, Don Smith, Robert E. Boyce, 
William H. Vodrey Jr. and A. L. 
White. 
While the dinner officially closed 
current observances, the centennial 
will be used as the theme for 
further activities planned next fall.

This need for realism does not 
preclude the use of imagination. 
While a film story still is being 
written, the art director is already 
a t w ork visualizing the background 
and setting for the story.
